DAIRY PROTECTION.

DISCUSSION ON THE OLEOMAR- 
GARINE BILL. 


{ne Entire Georgis Delegation Opposed to the 
Measure—Ite Probable Defeat by the Senate— 
General Henry R. Jackson—Consul- 
General Clayton—Other Items. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—[{Special.J]—The 
house has spent its third day on the oleomar- 
garine bill. In the debate its advocates have 
dodged the argument that it is a prostitution 
of the taxing power of the government to 
crush out one industry for the benefit of an- 
other industry.and have dealt in cheap bun- 
cumbe about the rights of the dairymen. Some 
of the mest extreme champions of a central 
government are opposing this bill as an usur- 
pation of the prerogative of the states. 
Colonel Hammond has led the debate agaiust 
the bill and the entire Georgia delegation is 
opposed to it. This afternoon Mr. Hammond 
proposed an amendment to apply to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and the territories only, 
as he contends that congress has no 
right to legislate on this matter for the states. 
He stated that the amendmeut was substan: 
tially the Georgia statute which requires all 
hotels and restaurants using olemargarine to 
post placards announcing that fact. The 
amendment was opposed by the agricultural 
committec, but was adopted. The bill will 
probably pass the house to be killed in the 
Fenate.

General Henry R. Jackson, who has been 
here for ssmedays in consultation with the 
state department, this morning received 
his final instructions and left for Savannah.

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SFSSION OF THE SENATE. 


Pension FPills—Export Tobacco Manutact- 
ories—Taxing Railroad Grant Lands. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—After the routine 
morning business, the senate proceeded to tho 
consideration of private pension bills on the 
calendar. 

Senator Stanford introduced a bill to author- 
ize the establishment of export tobacco manu- 
factories and for drawback upon imported 
articles used in manufacturing exported to- 
bacco, on cans filled with products grown in 
the United States, or canned and preserved 
fruits mace with imported sugar, and on 
bottles, «tc., containing beer, wine or brandy 
of domesic growth. So far as it relates to 
tebacco. its provisions are identical with those 
of the measure which passed the house a 
month ago and is now before the senate 
committee on finance. In addition, it 
provides that on imported bottles, corks and 
metal botile capping when used for the ex- 
portation of beer, wine or brandy of domestic 
mauufacture, or production, and on cans man- 
ufactured in whole or in part with imported 
material, when such imported material ex- 
ceeds 70 per centofthe whole material filled 


with prodnets, grain or produced in the 
United States, thereshall be ailoweda draw 
back of duty equal toamount paid, It also 
yrovides that exporters of fruits which have 
ni canned or preserved in the United 


States with imported sugsr on which duty 
has been paid shall, upon satisfactory prool, 
nnders such regularities as secretary of the 
treasury may prescribe, have refunded to 
them duties paid on sugar so used 

The senate took up the bankruptcy bill 
but laid it aside for the bill providing for the 
creation of railroad grant lands. 

Mr. Blair offered an amendment, which was 
agreed to, providing that in any sale of land 
nnder the bill the United States might be- 
come a preferred purchaser, and that in such 
case the Jands might be restored to the public 
domain. 

In reply to a question from Mr. Blair, Mr. 
VanWyck said that almost every state in the 
upion had suffered by the evil of untaxed 
railroad lands. 

Mr. Sherman asked for a suspension of the 
taxation bill in order to take up the bill here- 
tofore reported by him from the committee 
on foreign relations “supplementary to an 
emendatory of” the Chinese immigration bill 
of 1584, 

Unanimous consent being’ given, 
Chinese bill was taken up. 

Mr. Sherman explained that the bill was 
Simply intended to explain the meaning of 
the existing law relating to Chinese immigra- 
tion. Several legal questions - had arisen 
under tbe existing law as to which, there 
bad been some doubt or difference of opinion. 
For example one meaning had been attached 
to the words “Chinese laborer” by Judge Field 
and another by a Massachusetts Judge. The 
definition of Field bad been accepted by the 
committee. After being discussed until the 
close of the day's session, the bill was post- 
pened until a future day. 

The senate then adjourned. 


THE BUTTER DEBATE. 


The Oleomargarine Bill in the House of 
Representatives. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—Ii1n the house, the 
speaker laid before the house a letter from the 
acting secretary of the treasury recommend- 
ing an appropriation of $5,000 for the trans- 
portation of minor coins. Referred.

MAXWELL ON THE STAND 


TRIAL OF THE PRELLER MURDER 
CASEIN ST. LOUIS. 


The Defendant Makes a Statement About the Death 
of Preller—Why the Remains Were Packed in 
a Truonk—Maxwell’s Flight From 58t. 
Louis—Other Notes of Interest. 


St. Louis, May 26.—Maxwell testified today 
in his own bebalf. His recital of his personal 
history shews that he has been accurately 
traced in all his movements. His account cor- 
roborated all the witnesses who have testified 
against him except the detective who was in 
prison with him. He gave his nameas Hugh 
Maxwell Brooks; aged 25; born in England. 
His account of the death of Preller is identi- 
cal with his confession, published a few days 
ago. He had studied medicine, but had 
no license to practice as a physician. 
He bad treated Preller for a trifling ailment 
previous to coming to St. Louis, and at 
Preller’s own request undertook to removea 
stricture. Preller was a consenting party to 
the use of chloroform and the case was one 
which might and does sometimes occur in 
any physician’s practice. Preller died from 
the effects of the drug while under treatment. 
Maxwell says his mistake was in not repoit- 


ing the circumstance at once, but he 
was in a strange land, ignorant of 
its customs and unaware that his 


report would serve him had he made it. 
Besides this he was in great grief over the 
death ofa man towhom he was much at- 
tached asa friend. In this state of mind the 
thought occurred that he must hide the body 
and getaway. He then packed it in the 
trunk, as described, and took what money lie 
found in Preller’s trousers, about $600, made 
a number of purchases andgdrank a great deal 
before leaving for California.

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MURDERED BY HIS SONS. 


A Terrible Tragedy in Missouri--The Mur- 
derers Confess. 

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., May 26.—Sanday 
morning Wayne Andersov, a wealthy and re- 
epected farmer of this county, was found dead 
about one and a balf miles north of this town. 
He attended the Masonic lodge Saturday night, 
leaving the ha!l about 12:30 a. m.and started 
for bis home, two and a half miles north of 
town. He was found lying on his back shot 
in the throat and breast. Yesterday during 
the coroner’s inquest,two sons of the deccasel, 
id and Henry Anderson, aud a companion 
named Ewing Sanders, confessed the crime.

THE PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY. 


The Question of Evolution Discussed—The 

' Majority Report Adopted. 

Avcusta, Ga., May 26.—The sixth day’s 
roceedings of the general assembly of the 

resbyterian church, south, was devoted to 
the discussion of the question of evolution, 

The debate was opened by Dr. R. D. Smoot, 
. of Texas, in favor of the majority repoit, con- 
tending that the matter is properly before the 
assembly for decision, and not a matter of con- 
venience or expediency that it can be de- 
ferred. 

Drs. George D. Armstrong and W. F. Junkin 
and G. B. Strigxler followed in support of the 
majority report. 

In favoring the minority report Dr, F. L. 
Ferguson, of Louisiana, opposed action at this 
assembly, onthe ground that it would preju- 
dice the case of Dr. Woodrow, now pending in 
a lower cout uf the church. 

Dr. W. Flinn and Dr. Woedrow. closed the 
‘debate on the minority report. Dr. Woodrow 
did not speak in support of, or even advance 
his theorics of evolution, but spoke against the 
propriety of the convention taking action now 
and against the assembly adopting the report 
of the majority, alleging the creation to have 
been immediate. 

The majority report was adopted by an 
overwhelming vote of 137 to 13, as follows: 

To the several overtures on the subject of 
evolution of man sent up by the presbyteries, 
the general assembly returns answer as fol- 
lows: 

The church remains at this time sincerely con- 
vinced that the scriptures, as truly and authori- 
tively expounded in our ‘Confession of Faith’ 
aud Catechism, teach that Adam and Eve were 


created, body and soul, by the imuine- 
Clate act of the Almighty power, 
thereby preserving a perfect race 
ubity. That Adam's body was directly fashioned 


by Almighty God without any natural anima! par- 
thitage of any kind, out of matter previously cre- 
ated of nothing, and that any doctrine at variance 
therewith is dangerous error, inasmuch as by the 
methods of interpreting the Scriptures, which it 
mist demand, and in conseqnence which by fair

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WORKMEN IN COUNCIL. 


THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR CONVEN- 
TION. 


— a 


Mr. Powderly Makes an Address to the Body-Com- 
mittees Appointed to Consider Grievances— 
Delegates Viewing the City of Cleveland 
—The Knights and Trades-Unions. 


CLEVELAND, O., May 26.—The Knights of 
Labor were up late last night, and in conse- 
quence it wasrather late this morning before 
they were astir. It was 9%:20 o'clock when 
Mr. Powderly left the hotel, and it was 10:40 
o'clock before the general assembly was 
rapped to order by thechief executive. In 
the meantime delegates congregated in 
groups in the ball and corridors 
discussing labor topics. When the 
call for the convention was issued 
by Mr. Powderly he only enumerated five 
causes of complaint that were to be adjusted. 


-These were boycotts, strikes, the southwest 


troubles, the relation of Knights of Labor to 
other organizations, and the instituting of new 
assemblies. Since the delegates have arrived 
many of them have plans that they would like 
to spring upon a special session. Whether 
these will be discussed or laid upon the table 
cannot be determined as yet. 

One of these plans is to agitate the subject 
of the government regulating the railroads. 
A member of order, from Allegheney. Pa.,” has 
prepared a long address upon this subject, and 
a delegate from his distri¢t will try to secure 
a hearing for him. The gentleman’s address 
also deals with the project of a national arbi- 
tration board. Another matter was made pub- 
lic by free discussion this morning. For some 
time past the executive board has not been 
satisfied wit. some of the organizers of the or- 
der, and several have had charges preferred 
against them and their commissions recalled. 

A number of organizers are not giving sat- 
isfaction,so to prevent hard feeling by remov- 
iug these men, it is proposed to have the com- 
mission of every organizer, from the chief 
down, recalled. 

A reporter asked Richard Irevelick, chief 
organizer, abont the matter and that gentle- 
man said: 

“Itistrue that sucha plan is being agita- 
ted. Much of the trouble in the order is ris- 
ing from the rapidly increasing membership 
and the installation of our assemblies. 
It is not the fault of either Mr. Powderly or 
the executive board. In makiog appoint 
ments they must rely upon the recommenda- 
tions of district assemblies. They do. not, 
cannot, know all-the men recommended and 
appointed. A few weeks ago in one city I 
metan organizer who I regret to say was un: 
der the influence of liquor. Lasked him where 


he was going, and he informed me tliat 
be was going to institute an assembly 
of tive hundred = striking Poles and 


Hungarians. This is against the rules of the 
order, as we can admit no strikers while they 
are out. I told him so, but he replied that he 
held a commission as organizer and would do 
as he pleased. I told him he could institute 
an assembly, but it would never receive a 
charter, Only four days ago at a reception 
tendered me by ladies, an organizer was - 
toxicated. We need sober, industrious repre- 
seutative men in these positions. It would 
make bard feelings to ask for their commis- 


sious. So it is proposed to make them 
ante up, from the chief organ- 
izer down. This can be done “by 
Mr. Powderly alone, or by the ‘executive 


board under instructions from the general as- 
sembly. The best way is the better, and I 
think it will be done in that manner. New 
organizers will be commissioned as soon as 
possible and will be selected because of their 
fitness for position.’ 

The first business of the morning session 
was the acceptance of the report of the com- 


mittee on credentials. New delegates 
were then admitted to the hall 
and the cbhligation administered. The 


celegates were admitted only from such dis- 
tricts a8 Were represented at the convention 
held Jast year in Hamilton, Ont, this being a 
special session of that general assembly, and 
districts since instituted not being eligible to 
men. >ership in the existing body. 

Mr. Powderly’s address was then delivered 
cxtemporaneously. He referred delegates to 
carn what business was to be brought for- 


ward, and taking up the five subjects, of 
strikes, boycotts, labor troubles, diflicnl- 
ties with trades unions, and increasing 


nm c1ubership, one by one, he advised the most 
careful thought and fuil discussions upon all 
qnestions. He asked that harmony, prudence 
and discretion should predominatein all mat- 
ters, and that the affairs of the convention 
should be acted upon with consideration and 
dispatch. The best part.of the address, treat- 
ing of matters entirely within the province of 
the order. cannot be made public. Mr, Pow- 
derly resumed his seat amid prolonged ap- 
plause, and upon motion appointed standiag 
committees of five upon each of 
the following subjects: Laws, s'rikesa, hoy- 
cotts, and relation of the knights to other or- 
ganizations.

cover -15,000 damages. Mr. Rothschild hed 
Stahiknecht arrested during the late strike, 
on acharge of intimidating workmen of their 
factory. He was discharged, May l4ith, and 
sues for false arrest. 

The threatened strike in the sash, door and 
blind business has been averted. Nearly all 
the woodworkers have returned to ten hour 
system with same pay as they received before 
eight hcur schedule went into effect. About 
seventy men struck at Hintge «& Baker's es- 
tablishment, but the firm would make no 
concessions. Itis thought that the men will 
return te work goon. 

CHICAGO, May 26.—Three thousand packing 
house employes Of Bidmey A. Kext, who in- 
angurated the eight-henr movement at the 
inion stock yards, held a consultation with 
Kentgtoday, at Which the latter agreed to 
continue the eight hour Pisin until October 1.

Judge Freeman’s Bill. 

Macon, May 26.—[{Special.!—In conse- 
guence of the frequent conflicts occurring be- 
tween various magistratesin the manner and 
time of holding their courts, and the doubt of 
the supreme court on the subject, Judge M. 
R. Freeman has, by request, drafted the fol- 
lowing local bill which has received the sanc- 
tion of the majority of the business men and 
attorneys of Macon: 

“An act to change the venu of justice courts 
in the city of Macon, county of Bibb, aud to 
Focate the time and place of holding said 
eourts: 

“Section 1. Beit enacted,tnat from andjafter 

passage Of this act, al] justice courts em 
braced in whole or in part within the corpor- 
ate limits of the city of Macon shall have jur- 
isdiction in all civil cases when the principal 
sum does not exceed $100, arising anywhere 
within the limits of the city of Macon, 

‘Seuiion 2. Beit further enacted, that the 
Justices of the peace, notaries public, who are 
ex-ofiicio justices of the peace, shall hold their 
conrts monthly at the courthouse,or some other 
convenient location withiu the corporate lim- 
its of said city, and thatthe ordinary of said 
eonuty designate the time and place, upon ap- 
Piication Guly tiled by each justice of the 
peace and notary public who is ex-officio jus- 
lice of the peace, and which, when located, 
shail be the legal court ground of the justices 
or notaries filing the application.” 

The reason for this isto setile all disputes 
regarding jurisdiction. It is probable that 
when the government building is completed 
the pestoflice will be removed to it, and the 
present rooms occupied by it will be usea as 
a city court room. In this case Judge Free- 
man and others will ask the commissioners 
aud ordinary to allow the justices the privi- 
lege of occupying the present city court room, 
thus having all the courts in the city except 
the recorder’s and United States courts, in the 
same building, 


Superior Court. 

Macon, May 26.—[Special.!--The conclusion 
ef the case of Logan & Co., vs, Central Rail- 
road and Banking company, was concluded 
teday,and a verdict returned for plaintiff of 


This case was based on the peculiar rela- 
tions which railroads are bound to observe 
towards each other by the legislative act of 
1872. This act expretsly says that all railroads 
connecting with other lines shall afford every 
facility for the speedy transfer of freight by 
receiving loaded cars from such lines and 
drawing them to the point of destination on 
whatever line or branch of such road it may 
be located. 7 

Logan & Co. were dealing largely in salt. 
They were shipping it by the car load in sacks 
from Brunswick by the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia.to Macon, and thence to 
points on the Centrai and branches, especially 


* ~ to points on the Southwestern road. 


On October 12th, 1882, the Central Railroad 
eompany issued an order ferbidding the 
transfer of salt or other merchandise over their 
lines by loaded cars from other lines. Logan 
& Co. had forty-seven cars at the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia railroad depot to be 
transferred to points along the Southwestern 
railroad. The order of the Central forced them 
to transfer it by hauling in drays and wagons 
and unioading and reloading the cars. This 
involved the salt merchants in a gvod 
deal of loss, aud $225 
for drayage. They brougat 
suit against the Centra] Railroad and Bankiog 
company for damages sustained, and the case 
has since been watched witha great deal of 
imterest, for it was in a measure a test case, 
and the principle involved was of more inter- 
ést probably than the actual loss sustained. 

The case was well managed on both sides, 
and Judge Fort’s charge was a model of clear- 
wess and impartiality. Anotber case of a 
similar nature will come up shortly.

{THE NEW MANAGEMENT, 


WHICH WILL CONTROL THE EAST 
TENNESSEE SYSTEM. 


The Action of the income Bondbolders—Gossip 
Abcoutthe Sale—Interviews With Some of the 
New Purchesers-No Change in the 
Management-— The Directorate. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., May 206.—[{Special.}— 
The one absorbing topic of conversation here 
is the sale of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad which occurred yesterday. 
The action ofthe income bondholders occa- 
sioned considerable surprise, and their final 
withdrawal—after the receipt of a positive or- 
der todoso, from St. Louis—occasioned no 
little gossip. That the sale will be confirmed 
on July 3d there can be no doubt. The in- 
come bondholders have abosolutely given up 
the fight. When the action was begun at 
Nashville some days ago the plaintiffs were 
notified by the reorganization committee taat 
if they entered upon record the order of the 
court as then granted by 
Judge Jackson they would not 
be allewed tocome into the reorganization 
upon any terms whatever. This was “a set- 
tler’ to their hopes, and they came forward 
the day before the sale and announced their 
willingness te compromise. They were in- 
formed by the representatives of the Contr:! 
Trust company and of the reorganizait.. n 
mittee, that no concessions whatseever would 
be made them, and that they cou!d only come 
in upon their expressing a willingness t: 
make the same concessions that had been 
made by the otherincome bondholders wh 
were not opposed to the proposed reorgiuiv:- 
tion. Their attorney hereacting upon his 
own accord, and, it is claimed withont ati 
ity from the income bondholders, wade 
efiortto reserve from thesale the pr: 
known as the “Voltewah cut off.” and 
terminal property in Atlanta and Macon. 
The. attorneys for the road hit upon 
& novel and artful! plan; 
they allowed the sale to take withont 
including the property named and’ then, 
through their attorney they claimed that the 
income bondholders having compromised 
with the reorganization committee, their at- 
torney had no power to exclude from the sale 
the Ooltewah cut off’ and the “Atlanta and 
Macon terminal property.” They therefore 
demandeé another or second sale, ‘inclading 
the additional property, and Special Master in 
Chancery Rule granted this request and the 
property was sold asecondtime. The point 
was that the purchasers would have title in 
the event of litigation and would, in this way 
circumvent the anti-reorganization people. 

In an interview last night, at the Chilhower 
club, Mr. E. F. Hyde, of New York, who acted 
in this matter in behalf of the Central Trust 
company, of New York, of which 
he is the Vice-president, said that 
there was no doubt nowthat everything would 
go op smoothly; that they had intended to fight 
the anti-reorganizers to the bitter end, and 
that when the “‘antis’ came around and com- 
promised it settled matters very quickly. Mr. 
Hyde was of the opinion that the road was in 
excellent shape to make money, and that it 
had a prosperous career ahead of it. 

Mr. Calvin S. Brice, who has earned the rep- 
utation of being one of the sharpest and widest 
awake of all the New York stock operators, is 
a large owner of East Tennessee stock and 
bonds. In speaking of the reorganization Mr. 
Brice said: “The management wil! remain 
practically the same”’—which means that Mr. 
Fink will probably be made president, and 
that the beard of directors will be com- 
pesed of the same men who held those 
positions before the road went into the hands 
of the receiver. This being the case the di- 
rectorate will be Samuel Thomas, Calvin S. 
Brice, Samuel Shethar, E. H.R. Lyman, John 
T. Martin, J. A. Garland, E. J. Sanford, C. M. 
McGhee and R. H. Richards, al! New Yorkers 
except the last three.

The Macon-Bacon Ring. 

We have shown repeatedly that the Ba- 
con men oppose primaries, and favor little 
courthouse meetings called in snap judg- 
ment.

The Gor- 
don men on that committee demanded pri- 
maries, the Bacon men opposed them and a 
courthouse meeting called for June 7th is 
the result. 

The worst case, however, always excepting 
the Clarke county meeting, is that of Rich- 
mond county. The Bacon men on the com- 
mittee ivsisted on 2 mass meeting to be held 
in the courthouse in Augusta, the Gordon 
men asking for primary. The mass meeting 
was called by vote of eight to six, and the 
date fixed for June 4th, just eight days from 
the calling of it. Now let us see how inade- 
quate this arrangement is for getting a fair 
expression of the popular will. The friends 
of either candidate could easily fill the 
courthouse to overflowing. When the 
friends of both candidates try to 
get in at the same time, the trouble will be 
that hundreds of the friends of one candi- 
date will not get in the hall at all—or the 
jam will be such thata deliberate and order 
ly meeting will be out of the question. The 
scenes of the joint discussion meeting will 
doubtless be repeated and the will of the 
people drowned in the yells of a crowd.

A Peculiar Case. 

Even when a slander is utterly baseless 
its victim seldom escapes without beiag more 
or lesssmirched. The most complete vindi- 
cation will fail to convince some people, 
while others will never hear of it. 

Generally a slanderer has some )asis of 
fuct as a ground-work. He weaves his in- 
ventions around one or more suspicious cir- 
cumstances, This makes his story difficult 
to disprove. But there are bold and reckless 
romancers who do not hesitate to resort to 
lying pure and simple. They expect expos- 
ure, but they know enough of human na- 
ture to rest assured that the object of their 
attack will suffer to-some extent. 

A remarkable case in Kichmond affords a 
striking illustration of what can be done by 
an ambucsbed liar. A good citizen, past 
middie age, who had lived in the place 
twenty-four years with the esteem of all 
who knew him, learned the other day that 
he was accused of being an ex-convict from 
Louisiana. His first impulse was to laugh. 
Thenj he reflected that many persons were 
ignorant of his standing and long residence 
in the city. Herecollected, too, that in his 
youth he had lived awhile in New Orleans. 
So he decided to run the slander down and 
overwhelm its author with confusion. Sach 
a thing is not always practicalle. The ven- 
tlenan found aman who had told the con- 
vict ste1y in.the presence of half a dozen 
citizens. He wascalled upon for his an- 
thority, and replied that he hada herd the 
report years ago, and had recently heard it 
discusfed in a large establishment where 
here were numerous employes. He could 
not recollect the names of the persons frow 
whom he heard the rumor. Finding it im- 
possible to trace the matter, the injured and 
indignant citizen had but one method of 
defense. He published a card stating that 
he had resided in New Orleans until the out- 
break of the war when he entered the confed- 
erate service. He gave the names of his em- 
ployers, the number of his regiment, his 
company, his commander’s name, and other 
essential points. Then he referred to the 
acquaintances he bad made during twenty- 
four vears’ residence in Richmond, and 
wound up by saving : 

But Icannot allow the matter to rest here. In 
justice to myself and family, and out of regard for 
the good opinion of my friends as wellas that of 
the public, I unquailifiedly pronounce the report 
an infamous and dastardly lie, and the author of 
ita heinous, lving scoundrel, and those who cir- 
Gulate the report without knowledge of or regard 
for its truth or falsehood as equally guilty and cul- 
pable. 


While I defy my enemies and fear them not, I 
reverently appeal to my kind friends and all lovers 
of justice to befriend and defend me and mine 
with their confidence in this sad hour of mine and 
their assailment, 

Evidently the man was innocent. He has 
successfully hurled back the slander, so tar 
asits immediate effects are concerned, but 
the same old Jie may be repeated. It may 
be revived afterhis death. It may injure 
bim and his family in quarters where the 
{ruth will nevercome tolight. He has suf- 
fered a wrong for which there is no adequate 
remedy. It is a sad business all round. 


Tobacco Culture in Georgia. 

Our farmers are manifesting a lively inter- 
est in tobacco culture, and they could not 
devote their attention to a more profitable 
industry. 

In some localities in Georgia tobacco, has 
always been grown without any difficulty. 
In other localities experiments have resulted 
unfavorably, but it is possible that another 
trial would be successfal. In support of this 
position it is sufficient to refer to the so- 
called black belt of*North Carolina. In that 
region the farmers for a century or so have 
been under the impression that cotton would 
pay them better than any other crop. Dar- 
ing recent vears the soil has been impover- 
ished, and the culture of gold leaf tobacco 


was tried as an experiment. To the surprise 


of everybody- the plant tlourished beyond 
allexpectations, The land had reached just 
the right stage. When this was demon- 
strated the North Carolina planters at once 
turned their backs on cotton and transferred 
their allegiance from that dethroned king to 
his more profitable rival. 

We all know what tobacco has done for 
the old North State. It has built factories, 
villages and towns, and added to the wealth 
and comfort of the people. Even in Tennes- 
see, also, the tobacco interest is ‘something 
immense, The Nashville Union says : 

The city of Clarksville is already the second 
leaf tobacco market in the United States, we are 
told, and its business is rapidly increasing. Its 
tobaceo exchange is a place of considerable inter- 
est. The buyers are residents of Europe, and came 
there direct to rent seats inthe exchange. Re- 
cently a resident buyer received a letter froma 
customer in Bremen, who said that he had gotten 
& circular from a Nashville tobacco house ; he was 
writing to ascertain something more about the N ash- 
ville housc, as he said be had never heardof Nash- 
ville, but he inferred from the circular that it must 
be atown on the Cumberland near the city of 
Clarksville. 

In the tobacco district of Tennessee there 
is More prosperity than is to be found in the 
cotton belt. Wecan duplicate this state of 
affairs in Georgia. It is true that the inter- 

al revenue taxis an obstacle in the way, 
but it is only a temporary inconvenience. 
Sooner or later it will-be abolished. The ex- 
isting laws and decisions affecting the to- 
bacco grower are badly tangied, and 
it is mo wonder that the aver- 


age Georgian, hesitates. about engaging 


in a new industry hedged about by such 
threatening restrictions. Still, the intelli- 
gent-farmér Will find -that he can easily 
master enough revenue law to keep him out 
of trouble. His neighbors in North Caro- 
lina and Tennessee do it, and what they 
have done he can do. Even with the legal 
difficulties in the way we must give tobacco a 
fair, patient and sensible trial. It will pay, 


Heavy Losses. 

The fact that the recent strikes have been 
more far-reaching in their resylts than even 
the strikers dreamed of is apparent to all 
who have given the matter any thought. In 
some instances, business has been paralyzed, 
and the Joss is beyond estimate. But by far 
the greater loss is in the withdrawal of capi- 
tal from industrial investments—invest- 
ments which would have furnished work 
for thousands of laborers. This is not only 
a loss to the whole country, but a very se- 
rious loss to the workingmen themse! ves. 

In Chicago, in only one branch of invest- 
ments—that of building—the shrinkage has 
been startling. Onearchitect has had build- 
ipgs stopped on his hands, the valuation of 
which amounts to fully #200,000, and it is 
predicted that the value of buildings erected 
this year will fal] short abont 510,000,000. 

There is hope that the organization of tue 
Knights of Labor will puta stop to unnec- 
essary strikes. Sucha result wonld work 
yreatly to the advantage of those who have 
to earn their bread by the sweat of the 
brow. °

We feel prompted to offer this plain statement 
on behalf of a man who has been maligned as one 
who voluntarily makesa pledge and breaks it. 
We have been told that some malicious persons in 
Baltimore have started these reports, intending 
thereby to bring Mr. Jones into contempt, aud to 
impair his usefulness as an evangelist. With the 
source of these reports, we have nothing to do. 
We are dealing simp)y with their untruthfuiness, 
and we are safe in saying that in the matter of the 
smoking habit Mr. Jones made no pledge. 

Conceding that the use of tobacco is nota natura: 
habit, and that the active principle of the weed is 

isonous, the fact remains that thousands of the 
est fand greatest of men on the known earth, in 
the east and the west, the north and the south, 
have practically testified their adhesion to the 
practice of tobacco smoking. The habitually ab- 
stemious tribes of the Arabian and Syrian deserts 
use tobacco.

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ECHOES FROM THE PEOPLE 


Compulsory Education. 

Teacher, Yorkville, 8. C.: Please give mea 
few facts about compulsory education in this 
country. 

The following isa list of states and 
having compulsory education : 

Connecticut—-All children 8 to 14 years of age 
must attend school at least three months ever 
year, 

Kansas—Since 1874 children between 8 and Li at 
least twelve weeks, six of which shall be consecu- 
tive. 

Maine—Children between 9 and 12 at leas! twelve 
weeks, 

Massachusetts—The law since 1876 has forbidden 
the employment of children under 10 years of age 
in any manufacturing, mechanica! or mercantile 
establishment, as well asthe employment, while 
public schools are in session, of any chila under 
14 years of age who cannot read and write, unless 
he has attended some school at least 20 weeks of 
the preceding school year, while since 1375 no 
child under 14 who cannot read and write may be 
employed during the public school session. 

Nevada—The law requires attendance for four 
months of all sound children between the ages of 
S and 14 not taught elsewhere. 

New Hampshire—The law is compulsory in re- 
gard to the aticndance of all, 6 to 1, not attending 
other schools or otherwise employed. The employ- 
ment of children under 10, and of any child under 
16, unable to read and write, is forbidden, except 
in vacation. No child under 16 may be employed 
unless he has attended school twelve weeks during 
the preceding year; none under 1!, unless he has

‘attended six months or the full term taugh' in his 


district, and none under?2 who has not aitended 
for the entireterm. 


Obio—Attendance for at least twelve weeks in

Vermont— Attendance on public schools of chil- 
dren between 8 and 14 required for at least three 
months inthe year, unless otherwise instructed. 
The employment in factories of children who 
have bot complied with the law is forbidden, and 
a penalty of from #10 to #20 imposed on parents, 
guardians oremployes who violate the law. 

Wisconsin—Youth between 7 and 15, by law of 
1879, required to be sent to schocl for at lcast 
twelve weeks in each schoul year, unless excused 
by sehool board for cause. 

Arizona—In.1577 a compulsory school law was 
passed embracing a)] children from § to 14, but it 
has been incperative owing to want of school ac- 
comme dations. 

District of Columbia—By alaw of imi children 
from 8 to 14 ere required to a*iend schoo! at least 
twelve weeks annually, unless taught elsewhere or 
properly excused. Tne law is inoperative for want 
of school accommodation, 

Wyoming—The law reunires parents to see that 


their children between 7 and 16 attend school at 


least three months each yeer.

GENERALS GORDON AND EVANS. 


How They Together Administered to the 
Comfort of a Bleeding Soldier. 

NEWNAN, Ga.,May 26.—[Special.]—‘I would 
rather vote for General Gordon than any man in 
Georgia, He saved my life, and I never will forget 
him,” said Daniel Swint, a one armed confederate 
veteran, who is now clerk of the superior court of 
Coweta county. 

‘‘How did that happen?” 

“Why, in June, 1864, when I was shot in the arm 
at Cold Harbor, Va.,1 wascarried toa hospital 
tent, wheremy wound was bound up until the 
surgeons cculd geta chance tocut offmy arm. 
Night soon cameon. It was very dark, and rain- 
ing, and we were leit alone inthe tent. I could 
feel my blood flowing from my wound. I knew I 
was bleeding to death, but there seemed to be no 
help forit. About nine o’clock General Gordon 
a General Evans came witha lanternto the 
tent dcor, where I was lying. They had been out 
all night looking afterthe wounded soldiers of 
their commands. General Gordon inquired how 
we were al] gettingon. Ispoke upand said: “I 
am all right, general, except it looks 
like my wound will never quit bleeding.’ They 
both then came in, and General Evans held the 
lantern while General Gordon got down on his 
knees andtried to stop the flow of blood by tying 
the bandage tighter. He worked with my arm 
nearly one hour. They then left, and came back 
about one o’clock to see how I was getting on, and 
they found my wound still bleeding and that I 
was getting very weak. General Gordon then 
said: ‘I willgo get a surgeon and bring him 
here.’ He went off and soon returned with a 
surgeon, and together they worked with my arm 
until the bleeding was stopped. Next day wy 
arm was amputated, and, after I got able to travel, 
1 came home, and lam giad I am now living to 
vote for Gordon.,”’

An Interesting Incident, 

BLAKELY, Ga., May 24, 1886.—Editors ¢. ” stitu- 
tion—My friend, Dr. B. R. Doster, an old veran 
of the 18th Ga. regiment, one who faced boih ty- 
phoid fever and bullets from ‘61 to ’65, relates the 
following incident which wil) bear publicity. 

‘‘When General Lee invaded Pennsylvania in 
1863, General John b, Gordon commanded a_bri- 

ade in Early’s division composed: of the 13th, 
6th, 3lst, 38th, 60th and 61st Georgia regiments. 
Thesivision reached York City Sunday morning 
in Jure. Gordon’s brigade with a battery was or- 
dered to Wrightsville, a town of about 5,000 inhabi- 
tants, on the south bank of the Susquehanna river 
some twenty miles distant. W hen he neared Wrights- 
ville he found its approaches in front guarded 
by some federal troops behind breastworks, (or- 
don’s artillery was plaged in position on an eml- 
nence inthe enemy’s front, supported, perhaps, 
by a mogipent, The balance of the command filed 
through a ravine along the railroad and appeared 
on the enemy’s left flank. This maneuver, with a 
few shots from our battery as au expediter, caused 
a precipitate and hasty retreat of the ‘‘Meelish”’ 
threugh the streets of Wrightsville and over a 
megnificent double-tracked bridge which spanned 
the river at this place, and which they took time 
to fire asthey passed over, having satt it 
with some combustible. It burn rapidly and 
threatened destruciion tothe entire place. Most 
all the men had left the town to escape capture, 
and only old men, women and children were left. 
As there were no armed foes to tight then Gerdon 


turned his attention to saving the 
town from the deyouring flames, which 
had already extended to a lumber 


yard, beside the bank of the river and the bridge. 
He ordered his troops to staek arms in the streets, 


- and left them with a sufficient guard, having de- 


rovost guard to protect private property. 
s wentto work vigorously throwing the 
lumberin the river, I heard him say to some 
ladies if they could tell him where he could get 
some powder in kegs he would save their town. 
The necessary information was given, powder ob- 
tained and placed under the bridge which was so 
arranged and fired as to throw the foot of the 
bridge into the river. Afterthis the boys had no 
trouble in checking the advance of the fire. Suffice
